As the road is a 
long one, especially if they*are obliged 
‘to go to Hempstead, Texas, they will 
have plenty of time to ask themselves 
what they are here for, and no doubt 
they will frequently wish they had stay- 
ed at home, where they belong. 

The town is again in an uproar to-day, 
dispatches haying been received that the 
enemy in large force have arrived at New 
Iberia. As it s not supposed that he 
will advance on Texas, and leave Gen. 
Taylors forcein the rear. It is believed 
here that he will first attempt to force 
our forces back in this direction; so, as in 
many instances heretofore, there 15 a big 
scare here among the humans. 

A refugee from Charleston reports 
thatthe line of torpedoes does not run 
entirely across the channel, and the 
mam obstruction is an immense net- 
work of rope, formed somewhat like a 
os which extends across the chan- 
nel, 

The rebel privateers are running the 
blockade into Wilmington to a fearful 
extent. It is estimated they are carry- 
ing in rebel supplies to the amount of a 
million dollars per day.

The Experience of & Southern Sube 
missionist. 

The editor of the New Orleans True 
Delta is one of the few in that city who 
submitted to Lincoln’s Government, no 
doubt honestly believing that the rights 
of the South would be respected. He 
now, however, admits that Louisiana 15 
well nigh ruined under Lincoln’s Gov- 
ernment, and that the once flourishing 
commerce of the Crescent Oity has ae. 
parted never to return under its present 
Government. The editor had hoped 
that the opening of the Mississippi 
would again bring presperity to the 
Queen Ciy of the South, but his hopes 
had been sadly disappointed. “O)d Lonis- 
iana,” he says “is Louisiana no more.” 
Boats have lately come down from St. 
Louis with ther cargoes, but Louisiana 
has nothing to buy with, and nothing to 
send back in return, snd the little trade 
there is, is subjected to such burthen- 
some and annoying taxes, and such re- 
quirement of orders and permits, that 
its value is entirely lost amidst the har- 
rassing delays and taxation imposed 
upon it. He gives a detailed exhibit of 
the vexatious formulas that have to be 
passed through ia order to buy the least 
article, the agents that have to be called 
upon, the oath which has to be taken, 
the fees that have to be paid, and the 
time that has to be lost to do all this. 
In conclusion, he says: 7 

“From -this exhibit, our Western 
friends will see the utter hopelessness of 
expecting any trade worthy of the name 
bemg done here, even if there were pro- 
ducts in the hands of our planters to 
dispose of, The growing crop is scarcely 
a consideration, either of cotton or sugar, 
consequently there can be no trade with 
a people who have nothing to give in 
return for the necessaries they require. 
Slavery is practically abolished by the 
Government, the country is “cleaned out,” 
the future is before us, and the gold-lay- 
ing goose is dead. We deplore the caats- 
trophe, and we rejoice that our conscienee 
acquts us of complicity in it. The day 
of mourning for New England and the 
West is not yet, but soon will be; let us 
wait arid see.” 

This is the language of one who has 
had fifteen months fair trial of the virtues 
of submission to the Yankee government. 
He admits, as the Mobile Register says: 
that all his hopes and predictions have 
been falsified; that the pretence of friend- 
ship and paternal feelings on the part of 
the government at Washington and tho 
Yankees, for the Union men of the South 
have been.a hypocritical sham; that sub- 
mission has brought severer penalties 
than open rebellion; that honest Union 
men and penitent rebels were treated 
with more rigor aad severity than open 
rebels; that thore is no other purpose of 
the Yankee Government but to devastate 
and ruin the country and to exterminate 
the people. Let these confessions of the 
deluded Unionist be pondered over by 
all week-kneed and doubting Southerners. 
Let them see, inthis truthful picture of 
the consequences of Submission and Un- 
jonism, the inevitable fate of themselves 
aud of the country, whenever they yield 
to the brutal invader.

Frontier Correspondence. 
Oamp Coxorano, Sept. 30, 1863. 


Editor State Gazette:—The scout, that 


I mentioned in my letter of last week, 


pursued the Indians about 100 miles 
west of the line, when, supposing that 
they could not overtake them, and some 


of the horses giving out, they concluded 
to abandon the pursuit, However, 8 o 
the Rangers and 2 ot the Tonks followed 


the trail some 10 miles further, on a re- 


connoitering, expedition, and came with- 
in 500 yards of the Indians, camped 
about four large firés, eating their dm- 
ners. The Tonks here counted 30 Indi- 
ans mounted and 14 afoot, many of them 
well armed with Sharp’s and Minnie ri- 
fles and army six-shooters, which they 
discharged at them, the balls whistling 
closely around them. The Rangers ap- 
proached to within 800 yards of the In- 
dians, who tried io outflank them, and 
they remained some time, manoeuvering 
and bantering each ather to make the 
charge. A ‘ranner had started in the 
meanwhile to bring up the balance of our 
party, and when they arrived on the 
ground the boys had gone on some three 
miles further, slowly following the Tndi- 
ans, when, night coming on, it was deem- 
ed advisable to give up the pursuit and 
return to camps. The, Indians struok 
out toward the heads of the Colorado, 
and the Tonks express the belief that 
they were going on a stealing expedition 
to Mexico, 
of their way out, they killed and carried 
off the meat of nina beeves, five of which 
were killed in the space ofa mile, ‘Tho’ 
not beaten, the Indians were driven off-— 
the first scout having struck their trail 
on the head of Pecan bayou—and had 
they once got fairly in the settlements, 
there is no knowing the amount of devil- 
ment they would have committed, armed 
and mounted as they were. As an evi- 


dence of the inferiority of the arms of 


this regiment, there were but three ri- 
fles among the eight men that came up 
with the Indians, : 

The ‘Tonks on this trip displayed their 
immense superiority as trailers, often 
pursuing the trail, at a gallop, over rocks 
‘where the boys could not detect even a 
sign. Were two or three of them st- 
tached to each company along the line, 
the advantage which this regiment and 
the frontier generally would derive from 
their services, is, without exaggeration, 
truly incalculable, We learn that Col. 
McOord has written to Gen. Bankhead 
to have them subsisted by the Oonfeder- 
ate government while they are in ‘Texas 
—Gov. Lubbock not considering that he 
has the atithority to provide for their 
support. ‘They left yesterday for Bol- 
knap, in order to make some provision 


for their families during the coming win- 


ter, as they are all nearly naked and oth- 
erwise ina very destitute condition. As 
we haye had no clothing furnished us 
since last winter, wë were in no gondi- 
tion to afford them much assistance. ‘We

them here, but, for the above reasons, 
they were unwilling to remain at pre- 
sent. As beef is the chief of their diet, 
they can be supported at comparatively 
little cost, and ag soon as the buffalo 
come down they can almost support 
themselves with the proceeds of theskins 
they can dress. 

If some of our friends in Austin would 
make up afew bundles of their cast off 
clothing they couldeasily be forwarded 
by some Government conveyance to this 
Post or to Bellnap, for distribution among 
those poor people, who have lost their all 
and been ruthlessly slaughtered up by 
the other Indians, because of their fideli- 
ty to the people of Texas, Their charity 
would not be misplaced

Remarks on the Change of Command- 


One 

The New York Tribune says: 

General Hooker 1s relieved of the com- 
mand of the army of the Potomac, and Ma- 
jor General Gearge O. Meade, lately com- 
mander of the fifth corps, succeeds him.— 
Though in ordinary circumstances, we should 
hesitate to approve a change of comman- 
ders inthe face of an enemy, and pending an 
active campaign, we hail the present with 
considerable satisfaction. Gen. Hooker was 
painfully disappointed the hopes and expec- 
tations nov merely of his friends, but of all 
those who had learned to regard him as at 
leasu a brave and persistent fighter. Since 
the battles of Chancelloraville he has lost 
that character with all who know the real 
history oc his needlesg and disastrous retreat 
across the Rappahannock. Such an oppor- 
tunity of annihilating the rebel army cannot 
be expected to present itself again. Lea 
surprised and immensely outnumbered, and 
ought to have been destroyed, 

Thatin such circumstances he was not, 
we have ever thought a sufficient causo for 
the removal of Gen. Hooker, but we fail to 
understand why he was not removed then 
Additional causes may be 
in the failure to arrest, the present advance 
of Lec, which ought to have been prevented, 
and might have been by a prompt seizure of 
the Blue Ridge passes. 

Speaking of General Meade, the N. Y. 
Herald says: 

His merits ara approved by the officers of 
the Army of the Potomac, and we are as- 
sured that this sppointment os their Oor- 
marder-in-chief ou the Ald will be hailed 
unqualified satisfaction by the soldiers of 
every State and eve~y regiment in the army. 
As we understood this appointment in ai- 
other sense, that is a compromise, not only 
to the old soldiers of McClellan, but to his 
friends outside of the army ; for according to 
our informations Gen. Meadae has not been 
mixed up,and it is not the creation of any 
political taction, but the indpendent pro- 
fessional soldier, who has won his claim to 
distinction and his present promotion by 
his aword.

OINOINNATI, Sept. 24—A gentleman 
arrived here from the battlefield at 
Chickamanga, where he witnessed the 
two days’ fighting. He says that the 
official reports of the battle from Wash- 
ington, are, in the main, PaT false, and 
that really tbe army of the Cumberland 
has met with a defeat which must put it 
on the defensive for some time to come. 

On the second day he sayed the army 
of Rosecranz from annihilation. 

From 10 to 12 Sunday he fonght the 
enomy and repulsed him in three charges, 
when finding the assault in vain the ene- 
my pushed forward on the right and cen- 
tre, and at the first charge broke Crit- 
tenden and McOook’s lines and routed 
their entire command, driving them ina 
disgraceful panic into Rossville and Chat- 
tanooga. : 

Gen. Thomas, with his corps, still con- 
tested the day, and was enabled by the 
timely reinforcement of Gen. Granger to 
hold a position until nightfall covered his 
retreat to Rossville. 

The result is virtually a defeat for us, 
as we have lost tremendously in material 
—not less than fifty pieces of artillery 
falling into the hands of the enemy 
through Bragg’s army. 

Rosecranz is in no danger, but at the 
time onr informant left’ Chattanooya, the 
danger to Burnside was very imtninent. 

Wasuincton, Sept. 25.--It appears 
that all three of Rosecranz’ grand divis- 
ions were engaged in the battles in front 
of Chattanooga, two of which were driven 
back in considerable disorder. 

Gen. Rosecranz, in his dispatches, im-

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‘Domestic Trarrors.—The Telegraph, 
of the 16th inst., publishes a part of the 
speech of Gen. J. B, Magruder at Camp 
Lubbock, on the 13th, in which startling 
disclosures wêre made relative to the 


course, pursued by him m sending out of 
_ the State certain-parties who were known 


to be guilty of treasonable acts : 

The General said he had been much 
talked about in the State, and he wished 
to assure the troops that every charge 
that impugned his integrity, was false.— 

He addressed them as the representa- 
‘tives of the citizen soldiery of the State. 
‘He assured them that, he was their friend 
and he wanted their frienship. He ex- 
pected difficulties when'he came to the 
State, but he had no idea that he should 
find an organized foe within the State to 
cotitend with. He went onas follows: 
Wehave very nearly his; exact words, 
and the extract being vérbatum ’ copies 
of thoge from, which he read. 

“I have taken the responsibility of re- 
moving from the country several individ- 
uals who were suspected of treasonable 
designs against the Government; but not 

. until I 'had proof sufficient to convince 
mie as Commanding General, that those 
suspicions were well founded. In times 
like the presènt, I consider it my duty 
to.act promptly and fearlessly, and I 
haye not hesitated to assume the respon- 
sibility of ridding the State of those who 
have been plotting against our hhberties 
and waiting an opportunity to: welcome 
our enemies, -In ordinary times I should 
haye waited for the civil authorities to 
have taken cognizance of the offences of 
which these men have been guilty; but 
the times and circumstances surround- 
ing us are of such a character ns to ad- 
mut of no delay on my' part. Underthe 
plea of military necessity, wrong may 
sometimes be perpetrated upon the citi- 
zon; but it has been my aim to protect 
the citizens from danger and wrong, and 
the remoyal.of these bad men from your 
midst without waiting the action of the 
civil authorities, [know I have been act- 
uated by no other motives than the 
welfare of the citizens of the State, and 
the protection from, danger of the loyal 
men end’women of Texas. It. will not 
do to let, traitors escape or dwell in our 
midst, because they have ‘been so cay- 
tigus as‘to plot, and plan, with the stat- 
ute law-before them, as to what was ab- 
solutély necessary in posit of evidence 
to convict them. It is no time for mo 
to hestitate, when -I know that a foo is 
organizing in our midst, while you are 
called from home to meet the foreign foe 
who hovers upon the borders of your 
State, In what I have done, I have been 
guided by reason aud reflection, and I 
feel satisfied I shall be sustained, not on- 
ly by the loyal citizéns in and out of the 
arniy ofthe State of Toxas, but by my 
Goyernor, ;

I have made some extracts from the 
correspondence of the traitors to whom 
I have alluded, and though they consti- 
tute but a small portion of the evidences 
against these men, nevertheless, they 
will suffice to show upon what I based 
my action.

The Federal prisoners have been visit- 
ed-by these men or their friends, and on 
speaking of them, use such language as 
the followmg: “Two prisoners died, poor 
fellows, they can be killed in this way if 
not in fur fight.

They talked in their correspondence 
of the fate of Oharleston, and one of 
them predicts that “the car of Jugger- 
naut would soon roll through the streets 
of the devoted city,” and added, “if I 
had the direction of it, it should move 
slow enough to giye them all a chance 
for immolation,” 


When the gallant Morgan was taken 
prisoner, one of these villians says: “So 
Morgan has been really caught. I am 
glad it was no smaller man, though I 
wish it had been Jeff Davis himself,” 

A Memphis paper was received by one 
of those men, giving an account of the 
Oonvention held at that place by the 
Union men, whereupon he indites the 
following paragraph in a communication

They speak to ench other of “the 
rains being a Provyidential interposition, 
to allow the enemy's gunboats to ascend 
our rives, and talk confidently of the 
way to Houston not bemg difficult,” and 
propose if a Convention could be had, 
that the following resolution should be 
passed: “ Resolved, we have played the 
game of secession and resistance out, and 
have not won, and that we now propose 
to,uniform ourselves in sackcloth and 
ashes,‘and to be labelled ‘exempts,’ from 
this time forward. To pray God for his 
forgiveness, and to petition Old. Abe for 
all the merties Le can vouchsafe us.” 

They speak knowingly about what 
Gen, Wurtzell says about landing on 
our coast—ridicule the heroic deeds of 
our army at Sabine Sass, and those who 
have lately taken up arms at the call of 
the country. They write to each other 
about sending off their “dispatches,” 
and congratulate themselves upon having 

“escaped so long. The following para- 
graph occurs in one of their letters: 
“The probability of martial law you 
speak of, will make it necessary for us to 
again overhaul our correspondence. In 
the hands of a Provost Martial it might 
look terrible. We have got through so

Recently an incendiary document has 
been distributed over the State, purport- 
ing to have been written in Dallas coun- 
ty, headed ® Common Sense,” and signed
